11. (New) A method of treatment for myoma comprising parenterally administering to a 
patient 60 mg of a composition comprising a peptide salt having a pharmaceutically 



acceptable anion made by the method of claim 1, wherein a plasma level of greater than 2 
ng/mL of cetrorelix is maintained for at least 150 hours after administration. 



12. (New) A method of treatment for endometriosis comprising parenterally 
administering to a patient 60 mg of a composition comprising a peptide salt having a 
pharmaceutically acceptable anion made by the method of claim 1, wherein a plasma 
level of greater than 2 ng/mL of cetrorelix is maintained for at least 150 hours after 
administration.
